Jurist Exposes 
Insurance Racket 


Chicago, Dec. 26.—Smarting un- 
der criticism that he has been too 
lenient with boys in connection 
with car thievery and stripping 
activities, Judge John Gutknecht 
of the Boys’ Court has turned the 
fire on certain insurance com- 
panies for allegedly selling recov- 
ered ‘stripped cars to “fences.” 
The practice, he states, is for the 
“fences” to hire or have hired 
boys for purpose of stealing cars, 
which in turn are brought in and 
stripped of parts and accessories 
needed for putting the original 
stripped cars in saleable con- 
dition. 

In connection with Judge Gut- 
knecht’s questioning it is brought 
to light that car theft insurance 
rates in Chicago are higher than 
for any other large city in the 
country —so high, in fact, that 
they are viewed with alarm by 
large national underwriters. 

Earlier in the year figures were 
released here to the effect that at 
that time the number of cars be- 
ing stolen exceeded the number 
of new ones sold by dealers. A 
vigorous anti-theft and anti- 
stripping campaign was launched 
and had an excellent temporary 
effect, the net result being that 
fewer thefts occurred this year 
than in 1932. 

With the new Illinois certificate 
of title law becoming operative on 
Jan. 1, it is believed in many 
quarters that a _ stringent curb 
will automatically be placed upon 
the car theft crime

Hearing on January 12 

Washington, Dec. 26.— Hearing 
on the proposed code of fair com- 
petition for the commercial ve- 
hicle body industry has been set 
by the NRA for Jan. 12. The ses- 
sion will be presided over by K. 
J. Ammerman, deputy adminis- 
trator. The National Assn. of 
Commercial Vehicle Body Mfrs., 
Inc., and the National Commer- 
cial Body Assn., claiming to rep- 
resent more than 75 per cent of 
the industry, are joint sponsors of 
the proposed agreement. 

Minimum wages of 37% cents 
an hour for male employes, 32% 
cents for females, are proposed in 
the code with a differential of two 
and one-half cents an hour in the 
rate to be paid in the southern 
states. Where women workers 
perform identical work with men, 
it is provided they shall be paid 
substantially the same rate.

‘President Signs 


Code For Auto 


Washington, Dec. 26.—The code 
of fair competition for the whole- 
sale automotive trade was signed 
by President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt on Dec. 19. While the word- 
ing in the final draft is quite 
different from the original, most 
of the principles embodied in the 
original are contained in the code 
as approved. 

The code provides a minimum 
wage of 40 cents per hour, with a 
44-hour work week. 

It is a violation of the code to 
sell goods below cost, as deter- 
mined by a uniform system of 
cost accounting to be adopted by 
the code authority. 

The list of trade practice rules 
will protect wholesalers against 
trade abuses such as free deals, 
false statements in advertising, 
false description of materials or 
service On invoiees, and others. 

While there no provision 
against stores remaining open 
evenings, it will be a violation of 
the code for any wholesaling es- 
tablishment to remain open for 
business an Sundays or holidays, 
except as provided in the code for 
eases Of emergency 

It is provided that administra- 
tion of the code shall be vested 
in a code authority consisting of 
22 duly elected representatives of 
the six associations sponsoring 
the code. These will be divided: 
Motor and Equipment Whole- 
salers’ Assn, 5; National Standard 
Parts Assn., 5; Automotive Elec-
